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London craftsmen were capable, The natural 
istic style of plasterwork which was in vogue 
from 1670 fo 1700 ace orded closely with the 
type of woodwork, Dutch tn origin which is 
always associated with Grinling Gibbons and 
which also had an able exponent in Edward 
Pearce, who, like Gibbons, worked in both 
wood and stone.
